Indeed, the origin of two-party 
politics grew out of the struggle 
between the agrarians and the 
financiers of business and com- 
merce. - 


It was the ability of the South’s 
national leadership to combine 
with that of the West which gave 
them dominance in the Congress 
in the pre-War-B et w e en-The- 
States years. It was fear of losing 
this power, by extension of free 
states, which brought on the so- 
called irrepressible conflict. In 
the fight by the South to extend 
slavery into the new territories 
and states, and the countering 
efforts of the North to contain 
slavery in the South, the Demo- 
cratic: party was split and the 
new Republican party elected a 
president with a minority vote. 
The extremists of both sides 
drowned out the moderates and 
went to war. 


Bargain 

In 1877, in joining the Republi- 
cans to elect Rutherford B. Hayes 
and thereby bring an end to the 
corrosive injustices of radical 
reconstruction, the “New Re- 
demption” Democrats aligned 
with the financial leadership of 
the North. The old alliance be- 
tween the South and West was 
broken. The cotton farmer and 
the corn and wheat farmers had 
little representation in the Con- 
gress. The tariffs, credit and rail 
rates, and supply monopolists 
were all rigged against them. 

Out of their debt, discontent 
and bitterness came the explosive 
political revolution of Populism. 
Almost 200 persons were to be 
killed in the dedicated determi- 
nation of that long fight by the 
agricultural South and West 
against both the Democratic and 
Republican parties. 

Réforms by Grover Cleveland 
eased the situation, but did not 
solve it. The first great war 
brought ‘prosperity. But when 
Herbert Hoover was elected he 
was worried by the discontent and 
economic injustices on the farm. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and the 
New Deal made farm relief one 
of the party’s foundation stones. 

The word “parity” came into 
being and use. 

In 1938, when Gov. Tom Dewey 
seemed so sure a ngage on 
winner, it was disaffection by 
farm bloc which helped President 
Harry S. Truman score his stun- 
ning upset. 

But, as Washington observer 
Kilpatrick points out, the farm 
bloc strength is waning. It can 
be the balance of power in a 
close election. But it no longer is 
the power it was. 

Two factors are at work. As 
recently as 1920 farm population 
was 30.1 per cent of the total. 
Today it is 13.3 per cent. Between 
1950 and 1956 farm population de- 
clined by 2,800,000 persons.

$800 Million 
Over Budget 
Asked by AF

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (UP)— 
The cost of the Air Force plane 
and missile procurement has 
jumped 800 million dollars since 
President Eisenhower submitted 
his budget to Congress in January, 
it was disclosed today. The cost 
now totals $9,600,000,000. 


An Air Force spokesman said 
part of the rise, which amounted 
to more than 9 per cent of the 
total program, was due to higher 
labor and material costs. But part 
resulted from budget estimates 
that erred on the low side. De- 
fense officials have. approved a 
plan for making up the deficit. 

The cost increase was disclosed 
not long after President Eisenhow- 
er presided at an extraordinary 
meeting of his policy-making Na- 
tional Security Council. The con- 
ference apparently dealt with 
problems ranging from Russia’s 
Sputnik to the defense budget and 
the national economy. 

The regular weekly meeting of 
the five - member council was 
greatly expanded to include 17 
other high government officials 
charged with keeping the United 
States militarily strong and eco- 
nomically sound.

4. He said he “knew” that Her- 
bert Brownell quit as attorney 
general because he no longer 


could afford the financial sacri- 
fice of living in Washington on a 
small federal salary. He said pub- 
lished reports that Brownell had | 
left because of a row with Sher- | 
man Adams, the President's prin- 
cipal deputy, were without foun- 
dation. 


DENIES ASPIRATIONS 


5. He denied emphatically that 
he again aspired to the White 
House after having been defeated 
in 1944 and 1948 as the Republi- 
can nominee. 


The former New York governor 
talked with reporters after he had 
conferred more than an hour with 
the President. 

Concerning both Nixon and 
Hall, Dewey insisted the compli- 
ments he paid each man were 
not’ to be construed as his per- 
sonal endorsement of either for 
president of governor. 


But he spoke much less warmly 
of their rivals. Asked if he would 
describe Sen. Knowland of Cali- 
fornia and Harold E. Stassen as

Wires Are Crossed 
On Electronics Order 


There finally emerges one logical use 
for the. jumble of the electronics equip- 
ment the state administration is buying. 

With a little wire tapping, perhaps 
various officials can evolve:a better un- 
derstanding as to who is buying what 
gadgets for what department or agency. 

T. V. Williams Jr., secretary of the 
Georgia Education Commission, ordered 
the paraphernalia through the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety and admitted it 
included wire-tapping equipment. Sev- 
eral members of the commission were as 
much in the dark about the unusual re- 
quest as the general public. The mem- 
bership of the commission at least should 
be kept informed about what it is sup- 
posed to be doing. 

The commission secretary, in a letter 
attached to his budget request, informed 
Public Safety Director W. C. Dominy 
that “‘This equipment is special equipment 
which would not normally be used by 
your department.” 

Yet Gov. Griffin yesterday angrily 
played down Mr. Williams’ connection 
with the purchase, said it’s equipment 
needed by the GBI (which comes under 
the Department of Public Safety) and 
denied it’s intended for wire tapping. 

The truth of the matter is that a lot 
of wires &’re crossed and no one seems to 
know specifically for what the stuff is 
to be used. . 

There are a few other little mix-ups. 

Mr. Williams has said he was not sure 
ofthe laws relating to wire tapping. 
Laws or no laws, it is a vicious practice 
and smacks of Gestapo methods. 

The request for the purchase omits 
competitive bids. 

But Mr. Williams has been quoted as 
saying, “After all, $3,200 is not a lot of 
money.” oe 

And it seems only yesterday that the 
slogan from the governor’s office was 
“Hold the Line,” followed by a battle cry 
of “trim the fat” in an economy flurry 
that fizzled.

MOSCOW, Oct. 31 (UP)—An an- 
nouncement on the fate decided by 
the Kremlin leadership for Mar- 
shal Georgi Zhukov is imminent. 
The final decision was reported 
today as already made. 

(Reports reaching London said 
it was now almost certain the de- 
cision is to drop Zhukov from 
the Communist party’s 15-member 
Presidium and presumably also 
from his membership in the par- 
ty’s Central Committee. 

(Diplomatic sources in London 
said Zhukov might face charges 
of trying to be another Napoleon 
Bonaparte.

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Treatment of Youngsters 
Complex, Says Expert 


Treatment of children’s diseases is becoming recog- 
nized as a more complex problem than thought pre- 
viously due to discovery of 60 to 70 new viruses, many 
of which cause illness in children under 16, a national 
authority on virus diseases said in Atlanta Thursday. 


Dr. Robert J, Huebner, an of- 
ficial of the National Institute of 
Allergy and Infectious Diseases 
at Bethesda, 
Md., said a 
“continuing 
search” is being 
made to find 
vaccines capable 
of stopping these 


viruses. 

“However,” he 
added, “‘no vac- 
cines are in 
shape to distrib- 
ute yet. And 

Dr. K.J. Huebner nOne have 
reached the point where we dare 
test them on children.” 

In two addresses to the Geor- 
gia Pediatric Society’s 25th an- 
nual scientific meeting at the 
Mayfair Club Thursday, Dr. Hueb- 
ner outlined implications con- 
tained in the discovery of the 
new viruses. 

Their discovery in the compara- 
tively short time of the last nine 
or ten years “‘has set us all spin- 
ning,”” he said. The sudden search 
for new vaccines, Dr. Huebner 
added, is like “trying to do 100 
years work in one or two.” 
UNDER 16 YEARS 


The chief of the National In- 
stitute’s laboratory of infectious 
diseases told the pediatricians 
that 80 per cent of the newly 
discovered viruses cause diseases 
in children under 16 years of age. 

“None of these diseases are af- 
fected by antibiotics,”’ he added. 


However, Dr. Huebner said, de- 
velopment of vaccines against 
polio and influenza (both virus 
diseases) offers hope vaccines can 
be developed against the other 
viruses, 

Looking to the future, the re- 
search specialist said one prom- 
ising avenue of inquiry will be the 
relation between childhood dis- 
eases and chronic diseases of old 
age. 

He pointed out 11 of the viruses 

“track their way through the 
brain, leaving lesions.’ Conse- 
quences of such injuries have yet 
to be fully determined, he said. 


SOME RELATION 


It is probable, Dr. Huebner 
summed up, that some relation 
will be found between early virus 
diseases and such old age dis- 
eases as hardening of the arter- 
ies and cancer. 

“I consider this one of the most 
important areas of research,” he 


commented, 
other speakers at the day-long 
session included Drs. Waldo E. 
Nelson, professor of pediatrics, 
Temple University School of Med- 
icine and medical director, St. 
Christopher’s Hospital for Chil- 
dren, Philadelphia, Pa.; James 
B. Arey, professor of pathology 
at Temple University and pathol- 
ogist at St. Christopher’s, and 
W. L. Funkhouser, professor and 
former head, Department of Pedi- 
atrics, Emory University School 

of Medicine. 


REVIEWS PROGRESS 


Dr. Funkhouser reviewed the 
progress of pediatrics in Atlanta 


-and Georgia since the beginning 


of the Georgia Pediatric Society. 
He recalled that at the first meet- 
ing 25 years ago there were only 


40 members. Registration Thurs- 
day was 260. 

Dr. Nelson, in morning and af- 
ternoon addresses, discussed in- 
fections caught by newborn in- 
fants. He emphasized that once 
treatment with antibiotics is be- 
gun, it is necessary to continue 
the full treatment. Otherwise, he 
said, the result is merely to con- 
fuse the diagnosis. 

Dr. Arey, who also spoke twice 
discussed causes of death during 
the first several weeks following 
birth. Noting infections that might 
lead to death at this period, he 
described associated changes in 
body tissues. 

Pediatricians from several other 
Southeastern states attended the 
meeting of the Georgia Society.

_manners. He loves us, is always ecstatically glad to see us, lis- 
tens when we talk and somehow makes us all feel like brilliant, 
attractive people who enhance the world by our very presence. 


Where else can you find such exquisite courtesy? 

Except for gnawing bones and scratching fleas in company, 
Abel’s manners leave nothing to be desired. And yet I realize 
now that I’ve been dwelling in a fool’s paradise in my conviction 
that basic kindness and good will constituted good manners. The 
forms and rituals of courtesy—the calls, made when fhe caller 
knows you will be out, the door opened for an able-bodied woman, 
the chair held, the polite phone call—meant little to me. They 
seemed somewhat empty evidences of an automatic, taught cour- 
tesy. I preferred the spontaneous warmth of the countryman who 
offers you the first drink out of the gourd at the spring, or the old 
mountain woman who, when you admire her grandmother’s sugar 
bowl, tries honestly to give it to you. 

And, of course, you can’t beat the real, true living and eager- 
ness to please where it exists. But suppose it deesn’t exist? What 
happens to manners then?

Pork chops, applesauce and 
black-eyed peas are a tradi- 
tional pork meal, but for an 
extra special time a loin roast 
with red, red cranberry relish 
is something a little different. 


A ham loaf is simple to make 
and adds variety to the much- 
too-samey family night dinners. 
When served with spiced peach- 
es, broccoli and a tossed green 
salad this meal almost takes on 
a festive air. 


Ham pockets stuffed with 
sweet potatoes and mincemeat 
provides an outstanding main- 
stay that is easy to prepare. 
Serve with asparagus, green 
peas or corn, plus a good to- 
mato salad, with a fruit or ice 
cream dessert. 


ROAST PORK LOIN 


Sprinkle fresh pork roast with 
salt and pepper, if desired. Then 
rub surface with a cut clove of 
garlic, or tuck small pieces of 
garlic into small gashes on sur- 
face of meat, if desired. Ar- 
range, fat side up, on rack in 
open, shallow roasting pan. 
Place with ribs down. 

Insert meat thermometer 
through fat side of pork, so 
bulb reaches middle of thickest 
lean part.
